ANHALONIUMFISSURRATUM— (Living  Rock) 
A  wonderful  rare  plant  resembling  a  carved  rock,  has 
no  spines,  Pink  flowers.  Only  a  few  to  offer  at  $1.00 
each. 

ECHINOCEREUS  PECTINATA— Many  short 
fine  spines,  large  pink  flower.  50c. 

ECHINOCEREUS  BAILEY  I— This  cactus  comes 
from  the  Wichita  Mountains  and  I  believe  we  are  the 
only  ones  listing  it.  Cylindric  plants,  many  ribs 
covered  with  short  spines,  purple  flowers.  As  its  home 
is  in  the  mountains  it  should  be  comparatively  hardy 
and  will  stand  more  moisture  than  some  but  must  have 
good  drainage.
